William Schultz, active committee 
member since farmers took charge of 
■the Antioah dairy plant last August, 
announces that the farmers will meet 
with attorneys for C. K. Anderson, 
and tbe receiver appointed in Uic fore- 
closure action now in process, to dis- 
cuss terms of a possible lease to the 
•dariymcn. 

Anderson is re-possessing the plant 
through the foreclosure. 

In previous conferences with An- 
derson, Schultz said the milkmen were 
willing to pay only half of the lease 
price set by Anderson. 

Can Get Equipment 
Local dairymen are in a position to 
become owners of a large part of 
plant equipment not covered by the 
Anderson mortgage, and arc said to 
be contemplating the building of tlicir 
I own plant. They estimate that, in- 
[icluding all necessary equipment, this 
would cost tliem only approximately 
wliat is asked for the present plant. 
In the meantime, local farmers have 
been somewhat inconvenienced be- 
cause of the manner in which they 
have had to niarket their milk. They 
at first disposed of it through the 
Richmond plant.

5. Proprietors, firm members and 
members of family (this does not ap- 
ply to corporations). 

6. Employment and pay roll. 

7. Stocks on hand and accounts 
receivable. 

8. Analysis of sales by commodi- 
ties. 

The confidential census report 
blanks vary slightly according to the 
different businesses. The blanks bear 
the heading: 

"Your report is required by Act of 
Congress. This act makes it unlaw- 
ful for the bureau to disclose any 
facts, including names or identity, 
from your census reports. Only 
sworn census employees will see your 
statements. Data collected will be 
used solely for preparing statistical 
information concerning the Nation's 
population, resources and business 
activities. Your Census Reports Can- 
not He Used for Purposes of Taxa- 
tion, Regulation or Investigation."

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Spending Has Flopped 

Apparently the only protection the nation has against 
further sizable increases in the staggering national debt 
lies in the reluctance of Congress to again raise the legal 
debt limit. That limit is now set at 545,000,000,000. And 
the current debt comes uncomfortably close to that mark. 

The recent proposed plan whereby the government's 
lending powers would be increased almost $4,000,000,000 
which would appear neither in the budget nor the debt, is 
designed to eliminate the protection of the debt limit. No 
plan ever devised could do more to promote eventual na- 
tional bankruptcy. It is proposed that this money be 
spent for all manner of purposes — roads and bridges, 
rural electrification, waterworks, etc. If it is sound to use 
trick bookkeeping methods to spend S4.O0O,0O0,0OO in these 
ways, why not spend ten, twenty, fifty, a hundred billion? 
It wouldn't appear in the debt. 

Isn't it about time, instead of proposing schemes to 
get around the debt limit law, that our legislators consid- 
ered paring, not increasing expenses — and balancing, not 
further distorting, an inflated budget? Spending for 
spending's sake has been a flop— ond one of the most 
costly flops in world history. Let's try economy— it cer- 
tainly couldn't produce any worse results.

Newspapers and banks have at least one thing in com- 
mon, in the opinion of the Ouachita Citizen of West Mon- 
roe, Louisiana, Both of them get plenty of criticism. 

"The most difficult task that we can think of at the 
moment is to run a bank or a newspaper to please every- 
one," says the Citizen. "If the banker is conservative he 
is charged with not being helpful to the community.

Amateur banking and amateur journal- 
ism would be a far cry from the real professional articles. 

Banking has given the American people and American 
business unparalleled service — it furnished the financial 
lifeblood that built this nation in world record time. The 
American newspaper gives the people better, more com- 
plete and more accurate coverage of what is happening a 
mile away or ten thousand miles away than the press of 
any other country. The bankers and the editors will go 
on doing these vital jobs while "the critics criticize."

A NEW STANDARD OF 
GREATNESS 



LESSON TEXT— Matthew 20:17-20. 
GOLDEN TEXT— While we were ycl iln- 
ners, Christ died for us.— Roinana 5:8. 




The nations of the earth and their 
leaders arc engaged in a struggle 
to determine which land and which 
leader is to be the greatest. They 
may attempt to conceal their real 
motive under a cloak of high-mind- 
ed and well-sounding objectives, but 
essentially the reason for their 
struggle is the desire to be great. 
To tlicm greatness means size, 
strength, wealth, and position. It 
means that also to the average man 
on the street. What a pity it is that 
such is the case and that such a 
vicious and erroneous philosophy of 
liJfe has been permitted to make its 
way even into the Church. 

The world's ideas of greatness ore 
entirely opposite to God's standards. 
God's people ought to learn what 
His ideals of life arc and to live in 
accordance with them even In an 
unbelieving world. Both they and 
the world would be astonished at the 
result. 
I. Dying for Otliers (vv. 17-10). 
With surprising clarity and de- 
tail the l^rd Jesus once more re- 
vealed to His disciples that He was 
on His way to Jerusalem to die and 
to arise again. It is well worth- 
while to note that apart from divine 
foreknowledge and inspiration it 
would have been utterly impossible 
for Him to give these facts in such 
exact detail. 

The point we wish to stress is 
that the Son of God was steadfastly 
approaching the death of Calvary. 
He had no desire to live for self, 
to gratify His own wishes, to prolong 
His life, or to improve His position 
in the world. He had come to do 
but one thing, the will of God, even 
to the shameful death of the cross, 
there to bear ycur sins and mine. 
Let us give ourselves in loyal de- 
votion to our dying and risen Lord. 
II, Living for SeU (vv. 20-24). 
Were it not written for us to read, 
we could hardly believe that the 
two disciples, James and John, who 
were so very near to our Lord, and 
their mother, who was a woman of 
earnest faith and sacrificial service 
to God, would be guilty of such an 
expression of selfishness, especially 
In that sacred hour when He had 
spoken of His approaching death. 
Disregarding what Jesus had said 
about His sufferings, they apparent- 
ly could think only of His coming 
glory, and in thinking of that they 
could only covet for themselves the 
chief places. What a strange mix- 
ture of faith in Christ and an over- 
whelming desire for self-gloryl 

Perchance some of us have served 
Christ with a selfish desire for per- 
sonal glory and position putting it- 
self forward to influence our think- 
ing and acting. Perhaps we do not 
see it in ourselves, but ore like the 
other disciples who, seeing this hate- 
ful thing in John and James, were 
repelled by it, even as we despise it 
in others, U may be that the dis- 
ciples v,'ere only angry because they 
had not thought to make the request 
for themselves. 

III. Finding True Greatness (vv. 
25-28). 

'•Rulers," "greatness," "exercise 
authority" — how modern these 
words from verse 25 sound! They 
epitomize the ambitions of the great 
majority of mankind today. Few 
indeed are those in the world who 
see the way to true greatness as 
that of the lowly Jesus. In every in- 
stance where they do rightly ap- 
prehend and live out this truth, one 
is satisfied that somewhere in their 
experience they have come to know 
His principles of life even though 
they do not know Him. Only in Him 
is such an attitude toward life to 
be found. 

To be great one is to serve in the 
spirit of humility and self-sacrifice. 
This is the command of Christ. Even 
in the Church there arc not too many 
who have heeded that word. If 
there were more of this spirit we 
woud have less church quarrels, 
for essentially they root back to the 
desire for greatness. We may not 
admit that fact, but it is none the 
less true. 

One wonders how great some of 
the pillars of the Church would look 
measured against the standard of 
verses 20 to 28. One wonders too 
how many of the humble workers of 
the Church realize their true great- 
ness. Such greatness of heart is 
great simply because it does not so 
regard itself. 

For Thy Name's Sake 
But do thou for me, God the 
Lord, for thy name's sake; because 
thy mercy is good, deliver thou me. 
For I am poor and needy, and my 
heart is wounded witliin me.— Psalm 
109, 21:22.

spoon of India relish and 2 egg yolks. 
Melt the butter, add the green pepper 
and pimento and cook slowly until 
brown. Add the flour and blend well. 
Then add the spup and salt and stir 
until thick. Follow with the India 
relish and chicken. Heat thoroughly. 
Add the beaten egg yolks and serve 
in patty shells, on buttered toast or on 
waffles. 

Left-over chicken becomes a party 
or luncheon dish when turned into 
molded salad. The directions arc; 
Soak 2 teaspoons of gelatin in ^ cup 
of cold water for 5 minutes and dis- 
solve over boiling water. Add to this 
2 cups of cold diced chicken, % cup of 
diced celery, 14 cup of chopped green 
pepper and ^ teaspoon of salt. Sfix 
well and turn into a ring mold or in- 
dividual molds. Chill thoroughly and 
turn out on a bed of crisp lettuce. 
Top with mayonnaise and decorate 
with sliced olives. 

Shepherd's pie answers the problem 
of a hot dish for a cold day and takes 
care of left-over beef, veal or pork. 
To \yj cups of hot water and 1 cup 
of hot gravy or meat stock add 4 
tablespoons of minute tapioca, 1 tea- 
spoon of salt, \^ teaspoon each of 



paprika and pepper. Cook the mix- 
ture in a double bo|lcr for 15 minutes 
or until the tapioca is clear, stirring 
frequently. Add 1 finely chopped 
parsley, 2 .teaspoons Worcestershire 
sauce or 1 tablespoon of ketchup and 
2 cups of diced cooked meat. Mix 
well and pour into a greased baking 
'dish. Spread two cups of seasoned 
mashed potatoes over the top and 
bake in a moderate oven (350" F.) 
(for 20 minutes or until the potatoes 
tare brown. This quantity serves six. 
i Hot mustard sauce gives a frcih 
'flavor to cold sliced pork. Melt 2 
\ tablespoons of butter hi a skillet, add 
j two tablespoons of flour and brown 
' slightly. Add 1 cup of milk, stir until 
I the -sauce thickens and .season with 
' l/i teaspoon of salt and 2 teaspoons of 
I prepared mustard. Place 8 to 10 slices 
of meat in the sauce and allow thcin 
' to remain until they are heated 
through. Serve them on slices of 
bread, toasted and buttered on both 
sides. 

A good way to finish up a roast of 

veal is to cut slices of the cold roast 

I about yi inch thick. Dip each slice 

j into ketchup, then into bread crtimbi, 

I coating completely. Fry in hot fat 

to a golden brown. Salt and pepper 

to taste.

Congress May Out-Spree FDR 
In Boosting Defense Budget, 
Despite Election- Year Fears

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CONGRESS: 
On Guard (?) 

Biggest item on the congrcssionol 
agendo was Franklin Roosevelt's 
$8,242,000,000 budget, which the sen- 
ote voted to investigate via a joint 
super-committee. But there was 
more talk tiian action. While con- 
gressmen fumed to bury their teeth 
in the $1,800,000,000 defense pro- 
gram, major budget item, they also 
hesitated, watching developments 
abroad. In an election year there 
must be economy talk, but 1940's 
congress may end up by spending 
more on defense than even the Pres- 
ident asked. 

There were probes aplenty. Even 
though the house might kill that un- 
precedented super-committee, four 
more groups were hard at it. The 
house naval affairs committee be- 
gan by slapping newly appointed 
Navy Secretary Charles Edison. 
The slap: Pigeon-holing a proposal 
that the President be given peace- 
time power to commandeer facto- 
ries, materials and ships. Next 
came Admiral Harold Stark, chief 
of naval operations, who opined (1) 
that the U. S. now has no two-ocean

navy, and (2) that 52.000-ton battle- 
siiips wouldn't be a bad idea. (Now 
building are two 45,000-tonners, with 
two more provided In the current 
bill.) 

Clinirniai) Catl Vinson stfipped in 
at this point with the week's No. 1 
surprise, a proposal to boost naval 
strength 25 per cent the next three 
years through a $1,300,000,000 add- 
cd appropriation. With this sugges- 
tion Admiral Stark agreed in toto. 

Another house committee, appro- 
priations, showed neither spend- 
thriftiness nor laziness in okaying 
$267,197,000 for immediate emer- 
gency defense (army, navy, coast 
guard and FBI). The committee 
simply knew not where to turn. But 
If the senate approved this fund the 
current year's defense bill will be 
higher than next year's. Next day, 
when Carl Vinson learned the ap- 
propriation committee might okay 
another $4,000,000 to fortify Guam, 
he boiled over. That question, he 
insisted, should first come to his at- 
tention. Said he: "This committee 
(naval afTairs) is Jealous of its 
prerogatives." 

Two senate committees mean- 
while got up steam. Foreign of- 
fairs looked suspiciously at Guam, 
wondering how Japan would swallow 



the fortification plan. fSce ASIA.) 
Appropriations, under Colorado's 
Alva Adams, wanted to junk the 
emergency defense fund and prol> 
obly would. 

What would eventually happen, 
most observers were willing to 
guess. Investigations will probably 
string along several months until 
Europe's war gathers steam. Tlien, 
overnight, congress will shoot the 
works and forget tliat it's an elec- 
tion year. 

Also in congress: 
C The house passed Rep. Joseph 
Gavagan's (D., N. Y.) perennial 
nnti-lynching bill imposing fines on 
county or stale ofTlcials who fail, by 
negligence, to prevent mob killings. 
The bill went to the senate, which 
customarily defeats it, two years 
ugo by a South-sponsored filibuster. 
C The house ways and mieans com- 
mittee heard Secretary of Stale Cor- 
dell Hull defend his reciprocal trade 
act, which expires June 12 unless 
renewed. Score: Ten Republicans 
against it, most of 15 Democrats in 
favor. Bui on the Ooor it will face 
greater opposition, probably being 
renewed only on the condition that 
the seriate shall ratify ali pacts. 
Meanwhile doughty Sen. Bill Borah 
of Idaho inferred that ihe break- 
down of trade talks with Argentina 
and Uruguay was a plot to win 
continuation of the act. 
CAdolph Sabath of Illinois, chair- 
man of the house rules commiUee, 
said he opposed any more money 
for Martin Dies' un-Americanism 
committee. Reason: *'.\fter all, 
Mr. Dies has had enough publicity 
for any and all purposes and per- 
haps he will be stiil in demand for 
public speeches and writing maga- 
zine articles."

Germany. Nazi soldiers were re- 
ported massed along the Baltic 
shores as the ileich eyed Scandi- 
navia's neutrality, taking a more 
positive pro-Russian stand In the 
Soviet-Finnish war and threatening 
to invade Sweden and Denmark. 
But Germans were more worried 
about internal developments. Sup- 
plies from Russia and Rumania 
were held up by disputes, poor rail 
facilities and frozen river routes. 
The greatest cold wave in 11 years 
struck hard In Berlin, where there 
were shortages of both coal and 
food. At this unstratcgic time, it 
was rumored workers would soon 
be paid lOU's instead of cash. 

Allies. France was rumored about 
to shake up her cabinet, something 
Britain had already done. While the 
London press still railed at Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain for 
dismissing War Minister Leslie 
Hore-Belisha, Chamberlain turned 
about and rallied the empire lo 
"more vigorous prosecution of the 
war." Both Hore-Belisha and Cham- 
berlain were soon scheduled to un- 
burden themselves in a secret ses- 
sion of commons. By general con- 
census. Chamberlain's position was 
none too secure. 

In the North 

Catching their breath during a 
temporary lull in fighting, the Finns 
estimated they had destroyed three, 
and possibly four Russian divisions 
in one month. Still undetermined 
was a battle raging on the Salla 
front, whore correspondents heard 
that Soviet relitf troops were being 
encircled. Counting $10,000,000 worth 
of booty seized when the forty-fourth 
Russian division was annihilated, the 
Finns forecast a several weeks' 
lull. 

THE BALKANS: 
Carol's Choice 

Back to Budapest from Venice 
went Hungary's Foreign Minister 
Stefan Csaky. In his pocket was a 
Plan: Italy would safeguard the 
Balkans from either Russian or Ger- 
man aggression provided that stub* 
born Rumanian. King Carol, could 
be whipped into line. All Rumania 
must do is guarantee territorial re- 
vision with Hungary and Bulgaria, 
in which case Italy and her neigh- 
bors will help Ruinania if Russia 
tries lo recapture Bessarabia. But 
should Rumania refuse, her neigh- 
bors will not only let Russia come 
in, but will invade King Carol's pre- 
cinct themselves. 

Actually this Ilalo-Hungarian 
agreement constituted an important 
step in breaking Italy away from 
Germany. Details of the pact were 
not published, for fear of "giving 
ofifcnse" lo the Reich and Russia.

Announces Candidacy 



The following suRBCstion for the 
New Year comes to the Lake County 
Tubcrculosis association from Dr, O. 
N. Lindbcrg, President, Illinois Tu- 
berculosis association; "Why ^ not 
think of getting yourself an X-ray 
picture for the New Year?" , 

"Tuberculosis is a disease which 
cannot be detected in its early stages 
by symptoms or by an ordinary phys-- 
cal examinatidn," says Miss Orpha L. 
White, secretary of the Lake County 
association, "Beginning tuberculosis 
must be seen because it cannot be 
heard with a stethoscope. The X- 
ray picture will discover the earliest 
shadows of this disease two or three 
years before any symptoms develop; 
at. a time when cure is certain, and the 
necessary period of time to be spent 
in the cure is relatively short. 

"The reason so many people spend 
two and three and more years flat on 
their backs in bed trying to cure tu- 
berculosis is, in the majority of case^. 
due to the fact that the disease was 
discovered after s>-niptoms developed, 
and the disease has reached a moder- 
ately or f9r adv^-incQ^ stage, 

"Dr. Lindbcrg says you ^may not 
have tuberculosis, and the X-ray film 
will show you that you do not have 
it. On the -other hand, if you do dis- 
cover the disease in its early stages 
vou will have cause to be thankful 
that you have started the New Year 
right 'with an X-ray picture. Espec- 
ially is it true that school teachers, 
voilng parents, food handlers and oth- 
ers who come in close "contact with 
many people should, for their own pro- 
tection as well as for the protection 
of those with whom they associate 
have an X-ray picture each year. What 
better time can you select than the 
beginning of the Xew Year? 

"The clerical force of the Lake 
County Tuberculosis association, as- 
sisted by help from the NY.\ office, 
is busy preparing over B.OOO rL-mindcr? 
to be mailed to those who have for- 
gotten or mi>Iaid their Christniai 
Seals (luring tlie ru^h of. the Christ- 
mas season. Several patrons^ of the 
association have intiiiired if th'jy 
might contribute in January. Most of 
u/ find the pockctbook thin after the 
demands of Cliri-;tma> and the asso- 
ciation is alway? grateful for the con- 
tributor's gift in the month he can 
alTord it best. 

"The regular clinics of the Lake 
County Tuberculosis association are 
held on Wednesday and Friday morn- 
ings at the Tuberculosis Sanatorium 
with Dr. Pctier as examining physi- 
cian. .Appointments may be made 
through the office of the association, 
telephone Majestic 1805."
